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ſion of his ſon in the likeneſs of ſinful 
fleſh, in not ſparing him, but delivering 
him up for us all, in the effectual voca- 
tion, juſtification, and glorification of his 
choſen ones; and which relate to the 
grace of Chr. in his aſſumption of hu- 
man nature, in fulfilling the law both in 
its precept and penalty, in his ſufferings 
and death, in his reſurrection, ſeſſion at 
God's right hand, and interceſſion for his 
people; and which relate to the grace of 
the bleſſed ſpirit, in quickning and renew 
ing carnal minds, in leading men out of 
themſelves to Chriſt, in witneſſing to their 
ſpirits, that they are the children of God, 
and in helping their infirmities, and mak- 
ing interceſſion. for them according to the 
will of God; and particularly this triumph 
of faith is expreſſed i in the fulleſt and ſtrong- 
eſt manner in the words before us, who ſhatl 
* any thing, &c | 

The words are put by way of interro- 
pation „ who ſhall lay any thing to the 
charge of God's elect? or accuſe them? or 
call them to an account? or enter an action 
againſt them in open court? It is a chal- 
lenge; a bidding defiance to all and every 


one to do it; ſince it is God that juſtifieth, 


that is, his ele: he acquits and clears them 
from all charges exhibited againſt them; 
8nd therefore whatever are laid againſt them 
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are of no avail, and can never iſſue in their 
condemnation; who is he that condemneth? 
The ele& of God; that will cenſure or paſs 
ſentence upon them, andif any ſhould, what 
will it ſignify, ſeeing it is Chri/t that died 
for their ſins, and roſe again for their juſtifi- 
cation, and is at the right hand of God, as 
their advocate, and ever lives to make in- 
terceſſion for them. Tho' theſe things are 
put by way of queſtion, they may be re- 
duced to abſolute propoſitions: the ſenſe of 
them is, that there are none that can lay any 
thing to the charge of God's elect to any 
purpoſe, but what will eaſily be ſet aſide, 
nor can any juſtly bring them under a ſen- 
tence of condemnation, and much leſs exe- 
cute ſuch a ſentence on them. The whole 
may be compriſed in the two following 
propoſitions: " 1 
I. That no charge ſhall be — againſt 

nor any condemnation brought

II. That the father's juſtification of them, 
the ſon's dying for them, his reſurrection 
from the dead, ſeſſion at the fight hand 
of God, and interceſſion on their ac- 
count, are a ſufficient and full ſecurity 
to them from all charges and condemna- 
tion whatever.

condemnation executed upon the ele& of 
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I. That no cha 1 of any avail ſhall, or 
nſt, or any ſentence of 


God. Theſe are without ſpot and fault 
before the throne of God; they are un- 
blameable and unreproveable in his fight, 
and-there is no condemnation to them. For 
the further explaniation of this doctrine I 
ſhall, | 

N Shew who the elect of God are. 

Secondly, In what ſenſe no — and 
condemnation can be upon them. 

_ Firſt, Who are the elect of God: "Theſe 
are a fele& number of men, who. are the 
objeds of God's love, ham he has choſen 
in Crit, unto eternal life and ſalvation be- 
fore the foundation of the world, of his 
own fovereign good will and pleaſure, by 
certain ways of his own appointing,” 
that they are peculiarly his. It will be 

to take this account” into its ſeveral 
parts, and briefly explain them. 

1. Theele& of God are · a ſelect᷑ hier 
of men, of Adam's poſterity; for elect angels 
are not here meant: they are a choſen 5 ge- 
neration, a royal prieſthood, a holy nation, 
a peculiar people; not whole nations, 
churches, bodies, and communities of men, 
but particular perſons; ; they are ſuch who 
are feparated and ſet apart from the reſt of 
mankind, and are alone, and are not reckon- 


cd among the nations: as they are redeemed 
and

and called, fo they are choſen out of all na- 
tions, kindreds, people, and tongues ; and 
tho conſidered by themſelves ey are a 
great number, which no man can num- 
ber, yet comparatively they are but few ; 
many be called, but few choſen. Matt. 
XX. 16. 

2. They are the objects of the Jove of God, 
of hi everlaſting and unchangeable Iove; 
and becauſe they are the beloved of the 
Lord, therefore they are choſen by him 
unto falyation: ſo the people of 7/rael were 
choſen as a nation to outward privileges a- 
bove all nations, not becauſe they weremore 
than others, for they were the feweſt of all 

ople, but becauſe the Lord loved them, 
Dent: Vii. 7, 8. Electio præſupponit dilecti- 
onem. Election preſuppoſes love. Love is 
the ſource and original of it: whom God did 
fore-know, them he did predeſtinate, as in 
the context; hence they are ſtiled ele 
according to the fore-bmowbegge F God 
the father, 1 Pet. i. 2: which is to be 
' underſtood not of the bare preſcience of 
God, which reaches to all the ſons of 
men, for then all would be the ele& of 
God; but of ſuch fore-knowledge of them 
as includes i in it the ſtrongeſt love and af- 
fection for them; of which his choice of 
them to everlaſting life, is a glaring in- 
| ſtance and evidence, 
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3. They are choſen in Chrift, as is ex- 
preſly aſſerted in Bph. i. 4. Chriſt himſelf 
as mediator, is God's elect; he is ſo by way 
of eminency; he was firſt choſen and then 
the elect in him; he is the firſt- born of the 
election of grace ; he was firſt conceived 
in the womb of election, and brought 
forth, and then the many brethren among 
whom he is the firſt-born; he was choſen 
as the head, and they as members in him: 
hence all grace was given to them in him, 
and they were bleſſed with all ſpiritual 
bleflings in him; yea, hence it is, that they 
being ſanetified, or ſet a-part by God the 
father in election, were preſerved in him, 
notwithſtanding the fall of Adam, and 
their own actual tranſgreſſions, in ow to 
be called by grace, Jud. i. 

4. The choice of them in Chriſt is unto 
eternal life and ſalvation ; not unto external 
bleflings and priviledges, as the «po 
were, nor to any outward office, tho' ever 
ſo great, as that of Apoſtleſhip, as Judas the 
ſon of perdition was ; but to ſpecial grace 


here, and eternal glory hereafter: theſe are 


perſons ordained to eternal life, veſſels of 
mercy, a- fore prepared for glory; ; they are 
appointed not unto wrath, but to obtain 


falvation by our Lord Jeſas Chriſt ; which

them, has effected, and will put them into

5. This choice of them was made before 
- the foundation of the world, as is affirmed; 
in Epb. i. 4; The Theſſalonians are ſaid to 
be choſen y ' the beginning, 2 Theſſ. ii 
13. not from the beginning of the ds 
ing of the goſpel to them, nor from the be- 
ginning of their converſion, but from the 
beginning of time ; or, inother words, from 
eternity ; the phraſe being the ſame with 
trom everlaſting, as appears from Prov. 
viii. 23. This is an act, that does not 
commence in time, but bears date from 
eternity; it paſſed before the men who are 
the objects of it; were born, and had done. 
either — or evil, Rom: ix. 11. 
6. It is owing to the ſoverergn good will 
and pleaſure of God, who does all things 
after the counſel of his own will: he pre- 
deſtinates to the adoption of children, ac= 
cording to the good pleaſure of his will; 
he has mercy on whom he will have mercy, 
and is gracious to whom he will be gracious; 
and his election of perſons to everlaſting. 
life, is an election of grace, and is ſtrongly 
denied to be of works, Rom. xi. 5, 6. It 
is irreſpective of faith, holineſs, or good, = 
works, as cauſes, motives, and conditions 
of it; theſe all follow upon it, and are 
fruits, effects, and evidences of i it. 
A This choice of men to happineſs is 
thro' certain ways and means of God's “t 
appointing ; ſuch as fan, of the ſpi- 
rit

vit, and belief of the truth, 2 Theſſ. ii. 17. 
which, as they are fixed in the decree of 
the means, have their ſure and certain ac- 
compliſhment. God chooſes men not be- 
cauſe they were, or becauſe he knew they 
would be, but that they might be holy, and 
this he ſecures for them ; for by virtue, 
and in conſequence of their being choſen, 
he ſends the Spirit down into their hearts to 
ſanctify them; and tho' the work of ſancti- 
fication is at preſent imperfect, in purſuance 
of the divine purpoſes it ſhall be com- 
pleated. So likewiſe belief of the truth, 
er faith in Chriſt, who is the truth, and in 
every doctrine of the word of truth, rela- 
ting to him, is another mean aſcertained 
in the decree of election, and is fare by it: 
as many -as are ordained unto eternal life, 
have believed, do believe, and ſhall be- 
heve, in all ages of time; and none truly 
believe, but ſuch ; and therefore true faith 
is called the faith of God's elect, Tit. i. 1. 
It ſprings from electing grace; it is the fruit 
of it, it is the gift of God's grace, and is 
enſured by it; and becauſe of it, as the work 
of faith is begun, it ſhall be performed with 
power. Hence, he FN 
8. Perſons thus choſen are peculiarly his, 
the elect of God, yea, they are emphati- 
cally called his own elet?, Luke xviii. 7. 
They are not only his by creation, as all 
mankind are, but they are the people W 
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his choice, a peculiar one; they are elect 
according to his fore-knowledge, they are 
ſet a-part for himſelf, for his own uſe, ſer- 
vice and glory ; they are choſen by him 
for his peculiar treaſure, But, 

Secondly, I am next to ſhow you in what 
ſenſe no charge can be laid againſt, nor con- 
demnation come to theſe perſons. 

Firſt, No charge, no accuſation of them, 
no crime to be alledged againſt them: But, 

1. Is there nothing they are chargeable 
with? are they in every ſenſe clear of all 
crimes ? can nothing be objected to them, 
and laid againſt them ? yes, many things. 
They are, as the deſcendants of Adam, 
chargeable with his fin: they were in him 
ſeminally, as the root and parent of man- 
kind; they were in him federally, as their 
covenant head, and repreſentative; in 
which he was the figure of Chriſt that was 
to come; and ſ6 they ſinned in him, and: 
were made and conſtituted finners, thro 
his diſobedience; the guilt of which, is 
imputed to them, and they in themſelves 
ate liable to condemnation by it: they are 
chargeable with a corrupt nature, they bring 
into the world with them, being conceived 
in fih, and ſhapen in iniquity; they are 
juſtly called tranſgreſſors from the womb 3 
they are C ble with the loſs of original 
righteouſneſs, and of the image of God, 


and with a want of conformity to the law 
B 2 of 
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pf God; they are chargeable with a mul. 
titude of actual tranſgreſſions committed 
before con verſion, and ſome with very grie- 
vous and notorious ones, not only as being 
fooliſh, and diſobedient, ſerving divers luſts 
and pleaſures; but, as living in malice, 
hateful, and hating one another: ſo Saul 
afterwards Paul, was guilty of injury, per- 
ſecution and blaſphemy y; and the Corin- 
thians are ſaid to be fornicators, idolaters, 
adulterers, and every thing that is bad, 
1 Cor. vi. 9, 10, 11. And after conver- 
fon they are all chargeable, with many 
fins of thought, word, and deed; with 
fins of amiſſion, and commiſſion ; ; with 
daily infirmities and frequent backſlidings; 
in many things they all offend; and their 
errors are ſo many, they cannot underſtand; 
and ſome of them are ſuffered to fall into 
very groſs enormities, as Noah, Lot, Da- 
_— Peter, and others, Wherefore, 
. Are there none that will riſe, ſtand 
up * charge, theſe perſons? yes, enow: 
their own hearts riſe up againſt them, and 
charge them; their conſcience, which is as 
a thouſand witneſſes, does often accuſe | 
them : there is in every man a conſcience, 
which excuſes or accuſes for good or bad 
things done, unleſs where it is ſeared as 
with a red hot iron: but this is not the 
caſe of good men, their conſciences are 
tender; and tho they are ſametimes tempted 


to 
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to extenuate their faults; yet.at other times, 
they are ready to aggravate them, and put 
them in the worſt light ; and write diſmal, 

deſperate, and bitter things againſt them- 
ſelves : likewiſe, they are very apt to charge 
one another ; they are ſometimes too for- 
ward this way, too inquilitive after each 
other's weakneſſes; bear too hard upon one 
another for them ; and are too ſevere and 
cenſorious: indeed, they are not to ſuffer 
ſin upon one another; charges may be very 
lawfully brought, whether in a private, or 
in a publick way, as the nature of the caſe 
requires, provided the rules of God's word 
are obſerved, and they are exhibited in a 
kind and tender manner, with'a view to 
the glory of God, and the good of the 
perſon or perſons charged: moreover, the 

men of the world are full of charges againſt 
the people of God, and traduce them often- 

times very wrongfully, as the Jeu did our 
Lord; and as Tertullus the orator, the apoſtle 
Paul; and it is the common lot of the faints 
to go thro' good report and bad report ; but 
no weapon formed againſt them, - ſhall 
proſper, and 9 that riſeth up in 
judgment againſt them, ſhall be condemned: 


they have real faults enow in them; and 
there's no need of falſe ones to be imputed 
to them; to which may be added, ſatan 
is the adverſary of believers, aride, a court 
a one that enters a ſuit at law, 


and 
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and brings in an action in open court againſt 
another, as the word ſignifies ; he goes about 
the world, and obſerves the failures of the 
ſaints, takes all advantages, and every op- 
portunity againſt them ; picks up their 
faults, and aggravates them, and accuſes 
them before the throne : whence he is 
called the accuſer of the brethren, Rev. xii, 
10. To ſay no more, the law accuſes of 
the breaches and violations of it; one com- 
mandment ſays, thou haſt ſinned againſt 
me; and another, thou haſt ſinned againſt 
me; and the law is able to make good, and 
ſupport its charges, and give evidence of 
them; and it proceeds to pronounce the 
Whole world guilty before God, and ſo the 
elect of God among the reſt. But then, 

3. What will theſe charges ſignify ? Of 
what avail will they be? and to what pur. 
poſe are they laid? ſince God juſtifies and 


diſcharges from them all, who is ſuperior 


to all, and from whoſe judgment there can 
be no appeal. Tho' the ſaints bring charges 
againſt: themſelves, and bring heavy ones 
againſt each other; and tho'. the world, 
ſatan, and the law, lay charges againſt 
them; yet none of the divine perſons bring. 
any, nor will they bring any againſt them, 
Not Jebevab the father, as may be learnt 
from the. text and context; he predeſtinates 
them to be conformed ta the image of his 
Son; he calls, juſtifies, and gloriſies _ - 
Lake 8 
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he is on their fide; he is for them, and it 
matters not who is againſt them; he has 
not ſpared his own Son, but has delivered 
him up for them all, and gives all things 
freely with him, ver. 29, 30, 31, 32. 
and therefore he'll lay nothing to their 
charge: nor will the Son of God ; he is the 
furety for them; he has died for their ſins, 
and has made an end of them, and brought 
in everlaſting righteouſneſs; and is an advo- 
cate for them ; wherefore, he'll exhibit no - 
charge againſt them: nor will the holy Spi- 
rit ; for tho' he convinces of fin, of righte- 
ouſneſs, and of judgment; yet he brings 
near the righteouſneſs of Chriſt unto them; 
works faith in them, to lay hold upon it, 
and pronounces them righteous on the ac- 
count of it ; he takes of the things of Chriſt, 
and ſhews them to them; he is the com- 
forter of them, and the Spirit of a to 
them; and as Chriſt is an advocate for them, 
in the court of heaven, he is an interceſſor 
for them in their own he arte. 
| 2dly, No condemnation can befal them, 
for if no, charges can be laid againſt them 
with. ſucceſs, no condemnation can follow. 
Who: is. be that condemneth ? that is, the 
elect of God: theſe are the perſons that arè 
underſtood, tho' not expreſſed. Others 
may be, and are condemned, even all man- 
kind are in Adam; thro' his offence udg- 
nent came upon - ull men to Wr 14 
323 e om. 
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Rom: v. 18. And ſome being ungodly 
men, and ſuch who turn the grace of God 
into laſciviouſneſs, are righteouſly appointed 
unto eternal condemnation z yea, every one 
that believes not, and who lives and dies in 
impenitence : and unbelief, is condemned al- 
ready; and there is a world that will be 
condemned at the laſt day; but the elect 
of God, who ſhall condemn? They are in- 
deed, with the reſt of mankind under the 
ſentence of condemnation as conſidered in 
Adam, in whom they ſinned; and ſo the 
ſentence of death paſſed upon them in him. 
They are by nature children of wrath, and 
deſerving of it, and in their own perſons 
commit things worthy of death; and when 
they are thoroughly convinced of fin by. 
the Spirit of God, they have the ſentence 
of death within themſelves, and ſay, as the 
Egyptians did, when their firſt-born were 
killed, we be all dead men, Exod. xi. 33. 
Whatever vain opinion they entertained of 
themſelves before the commandment came 
with power into their conſciences, as it 
did in the apoſtle Paul; fin then revives, as it 
did in him, and they die, as to all hopes of 
attaining happineſs by their works; they 
ſee themſelves dead in law, dead in fin:. 
and after converſion, their hearts often ſmite, 
and condemn. them for fin, tho' God is 
greater than their .hearts, and knows all 
1 his own covenant- tranſactions and 
a N agreement 
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apreement with his ſon; what his ſon has 
done, and what ſatisfaction he has made to 
his law and juſtice, and therefore will not 
condemn them. They are too apt to con- 
demn one another: hence that advice of 
our Lord's, condemn not, and ye ſhall not be 
condemned, Luke vi. 37. The men of the 
world are very for to condemn them 
as hypocrites, as the worſt of men, and not 
fit to live upon the earth; but the Lord 
lands at the right hand of the poor to ſave 
him from thoſe that condemn his ſoul, PC. cix. 
31. The God of this world, as he accuſes 
them, and ſtands at their right hand to re- 
fiſt-them ; ſo he ſeeks, and calls for judg- 
ment againſt, and upon them, but in vain. 
The law is a miniſtration of condemnation 
and death to them that are under it: indeed, 
the elect of God are redeemed from it, and 
from the curſe and condemnation of it; 
Chriſt being made a curſe for them: and be 
it ſo, that it ſhould paſs as many ſentences 
of condemnation upon them, as there are 
fins committed by them; for every fin de- 
ſerves a ſentence, yet vJtv XATHX PILAR, there 1s 
not one condemnation to them that are in 
Chriſt Jeſus, and redeemed by him; not one 
ſentence can be executed upon them: and 
tho' theſe may all condemn, yet. neither 
Father, Son, nor Spirit will condemn 
them: not the Father, for he: juſtifies 
them; not the Son, for he died for them; 
and is the Lord their righteouſneſs: he 
_ 1 came 
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came not into the world to gondemn the 
world, but that it might be ſaved by him; 
nor the bleſſed Spirit, for theſe are juſtified mn 
the name of the Lord Jeſus, and by the Spi- 
Tit of our God. To which may be {ubjoin'd, 
that theſe Perſons are loved by God with an 
everlaſting love, which God has ſwore ſhall 
never depart from them; they are predeſii- 
nated to eternal life, and ſhall be glorified; 


they are in Chriſt, and to ſuch there is no 


condemnation; they are brought to belleve 
in Chri/t, and ſuch have paſſed from deathto 

life, and ſhall not come intqcondemnatien; 
they are juſtified by the blood of Chriſt, and 
ſhall be ſaved from wrath thro' him. I 


proceed to the other doctrinal propoſition... 


II. That the Father's juſtificatiqn of the 
ele, the Son's dying for them, his reſur- 
rection from the dead, his ſeſſion at the 
right hand of God, and interceſſion for them, 
are a ſufficient and full ſecurity of them 
from all charges and condemnation. _. 
FVirſt, TheFather's juſtification of them: 
it is God that juſtieth; that is, his elect: 
vrhich ſhews the eternity of this act; for 
if the elect of God, as ſuch conſidered, are 
the objects of juſtification; and theſe were 
choſen in C hriſt before the world began, 
they muſt be juſtified as early; or otherwiſe 
it could not be always faid with truth, God 
juſtifieth the elect: and allo; the. ſpecialty 
of this act of grace; jt belonging only to 
the chaſen of Gad, and pretious: and like- 
-wiſe the continuance of it; it can never * 
made 
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trade void; it is inſeparable with glorifica- 
tion; and ſo is a fecurity from all charges and 
condemnation ; for, 
1. Let it be conſidered whoſe act this is: 
it is God's act; it is he that juſtifies; he a- 
gainſt whom theſe perſons have ſinned, 
whoſe law they have broken, whoſe juſtice 
they have affronted, whole legiſlative power 
and authority they have trampled upon; 
who is the lavgiver; that is able to fave 
and deſtroy: it is he that acquits; and if 
he diſcharges, who can lay any thing to 
their charge ? Befides, he is juſt whilſt he is 
the juſtifier of them : nor would he be juft 
if he did not juſtify them] for his Juſtice is 
intirely ſatiafied with the righteouſneſs of 
his Son, on their account; and it would be 
unjuſt to take ſatisfaction of their ſurety for 
them, and yet bring charges againſt them: 
this the judge of all the earth Will not do ; 
he always does that which is right. 
2. The nature of this act of juſtification ; ; 
it is not teaching men the way of righteouſ- 
neſs, or how finners may be juſt 5 God: 
or inſtructing men in the dodrine of juſti 
fication, ſhewing the method God takes in 
juſtifying a ſinner: this is what the mini- 
ſters of the goſpel do, who are therefore 
faid to juſtify many, Den, Xi. 3. or, as we 
render it, turn many to righteouſneſs: nos = 
is it an infuſion of righteouſneſs and holi; | 
neſs into the hearts of men, which is na 


other than ſanctifſoation, end ic x quite dif- 
1 © ferent 
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ferent thing ; a work of grace within, and 


which is imperfect, and is gradually carried 
on: but it is a forenſicterm ; by this acta man 
is made rectus in curia : it is a pronouncing 
him righteous, as if he had never ſinned ; 
an acquitting him from all charges; and 1s 
oppoſed to condemnation, Rom. v. 18. and 
fo is a ſecurity from all ſuch things. 

3. That by which God juſtifies : which 
is not the obedience of man; nor any works 
of righteouſneſs done by him: theſe are im- 
perfect, and by them no man can be juſti- 
fied inthe fight of God; theſe wouldnot bea 
ſufficient ſecurity from charges and condem- 
nation; for they themſelves are as filthy rags, 
and need waſhing in the blood of Jeſus : but 
it is the obedienceand righteouſneſs of Chr:/?, 
by which God juſtifies ; which is compleat 
and perfect; which is anſwerable to all the 
demands of law and juſtice ; by which the 
law is magnified, and made honourable, and 
with which God is well pleaſed ; and this 
he imputes to his people, without any con- 


ſideration of their works; and this ſecures 


them from all the charges of law and juſtice. 

4. This act of juſtification is univerſal : it 
reaches to all things with which God's elect 
may be chargeable ; and the righteouſneſs 
of Chriſt juſtifies from all things, from 
which there can be no juſtification by the law 
of Moſes : being cloathed with this change 
of raiment, all their iniquities are cauſed to 
paſs from them; fin is not imputed to them 
their iniquities are forgiven, and their fin is 
covered 3 
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covered; and when it is ſought for, it ſhall 


not be found; they will never be charg d 
with it, nor will! it ever be brought — a 


them to condemnation. 

Secondly, The death of Chri/t for them : 
it is Chri that died. That Chriſt died is cer- 
tain ; and that he laid down his life for the 
ſheep, for the elect of God, is as certain; 
and it is plain, from the ſcriptures, that he 
died for their ſins, to make atonement and 
reconciliation for them; and this came to 
paſs thro' his ſubſtitution in their room and 


ſtead, by having their fins imputed to him > « 


and tho” his death was but once, it is of an 


eternal efficacy; and ſo a full ſecurity from 


all condemnation : for, 

1. Sin, the cauſe of condemnation, i is re- 
moved by it. Sin was the cauſe of the con- 
demnation of the angels, and of the old 


world, and of all mankind in Adam. This 


Is that for which the ſaints condemn them- 
ſelves, and one another ; and for which the 
| world, ſatan, and the law condemn ; but 


this is done away by the death of Chrift ; he 


has removed the iniquity of his people in one 
day, even as far as the eaſt is from the weſt; 
he has put it away by the ſacrifice of him- 
ſelf; he hath aboliſhed it, he has taken a- 
way its damning power from it; yea, he 
has finiſhed, and made an utter end of it. 

2. By dying, Chriſt bore the condemna- 
tion due to fin : not only the ſentence of 
condemnation paſſed upon him, as he was 
the ſurety of his people ; but it was execu- 


ted 


ro 
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ted on him: and he was not only condemned 
unanimouſly by the Fewiſh;ſanbedrim, and: 
then by Ponti us Pilate the Roman governor, 
but he was condemned by the juſtice of 
God: and God condemned fin in his fleſh, 
finding it upon him, it being imputed to 
hith : for as he was made fin by imputation, 

that the ele& might be the righteouſneſs of 
God in him; ſo he was made a curſe for 
them, that he might redeem them from the 
curfe of the law, which he has effectually 
done ; and conſequently there can be no 
condemnation to them. 

3. Thro' the death of Chriſt, the law ind 
juſtice of God are fully ſatisfied. The law 
requires holineſs of nature, this it has in the 
human nature of Chriſt, which is without 
fin; and alſo perfect obedience, which it 
finds in Chrift, who always did the things 
that pleaſed his Father; and in caſe of diſo- 
bedience, it requires a _— and which 
Chriſt, as the ſurety of his people, has bore 
by his ſufferings and death ; and ſo the 
whole righteouſneſs of the law is fulfilled by 
him for them; which is a full ſatisfaction 
to the juſtice of God ; and therefore there 
is none that can condemn them. 

4. Hereby the pardon of ſin is procured a 
without ſhedding of blood there is no re- 
miſſion ; the blood of Chriſt has been ſhed 
for the remiſfion of ſins, and it is obtained 
by it: God, for Chriſt's fake; forgives all 
treſpaſkes and delivets from going —_ 
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the pit, having found a ſufficient: ranſom- | 


price in the ll blood. of his Son: nay, ſince 
- the blood of Chriſt has been ſhed for this 
purpoſe, it is a point of juſtice and faithful- 


neſs with God, to forgive ſin, and cleanſe 


from all unrighteouſneſs; and ſin being par- 

doned, there can be no condemnation for it. 
5. The compleat juſtification of God's 

people, is brought about by the death of 


Chriſt ; juſtification is ſometimes. aſcribed 
to the obedience: of Chriſt; by the obedience

9. and ſometimes to the blood of Chriſt, 
= now juſtified by his blood, ver, 9. And 
both are concerned in juſtification : the one 


is what is commonl called his active obe-

and both together, with the holineſs of 


his nature, are imputed for juſtification. 
his righteouſneſs entitles to life ; and his

Thirdly, The reſurrection of Chriſt from

That Chriſt is riſen, the angels afſerted ; the 


a poſtles were witneſſes of it; and ſo was the 


Holy Ghoſt, being plentifully poured forth 


on the diſciples as an evidence of that, and

1. Chriſt roſe as a cofiqueror over all his, 
and his people's enemies ? by rifing he abo- 
liſhed death, and brought life and immor- 
tality to light; ; and ſhewed that he had took 
away the ſting of death, which is ſin; and 
had deſtroyed him that has the power of 
death; which is the devil; and had over- 
come the world, and how has in his hands 
the keys of hell and death; and therefore 
who ſhall condemn thoſe for whom he died, 

and roſe again? 

2. He roſe again as a er) habiiig: 95 
tisfied law and juſtice: he engaged as a ſurety 
for his people from all eternity; God, in 
ſtrict juſtice, and according to has: righteous 
law, Heal with him as ſuch ; he awoke 
the fword of juſtice againſt him ; ſatisfac- 

tion was demanded of him, and it was 
given; and both law and juſtice being ſa- 
tisfied, Chriſt was Tet free: an angel ts 
ſent to roll away the ſtone from the ſepul- 
chre ; he is diſcharged by a divine order; 

it was not poſſible he ſhould be held by the 
cords of death, both becauſe of the dignity 
of his perſon, and' the performance of his 
ſuretiſhip engagements ; and therefore be- 
ing riſen and diſcharged, as the ſurety of his 
people, law and juſtice, cannot condemn | 
them, 1 nor can any Sher.

3. He roſe again as a common head and 
repreſentative, and for the juſtification of 
God's ele& : he ſtood charged with all their 
ſins ; theſe being laid upon him by his Fa- 
ther, with his own conſent, he was con- 
demned for them; and ſuffered death on 
account of them ; and when he roſe, he 
was juſtified in the Spirit ; and acquitted 
from them all ; and his people were all 
juſtified in him as their publick head. Juſt 
as they were crucified with him, and buried 
with him ; ſo they roſe with him, and were 
juſtified together with him; he was de- 
delivered for our offences, and was raiſed a- 
gain for our juſtification, Rom. iv. 25. 

4. A rather is put upon Chriſt's reſurrec- 
tion from the dead, as tho' it was a greater 
ſecurity from condemnation, than his death ; 
and fo indeed in ſome ſenſe it is: Christ's 
death expiated fin, finiſhed tranſgreſſion, 
and made an end of it; but his reſurrection 
has brought in the everlaſting righteouſneſs 
for his people : his dying, ſhewed that he 
was arreſted and condemned ; and that the 
ſentence of condemnation was executed on 
him; but his reſurrection, that he is diſ- 
charged, and they in him: notwithſtand- 
ing Chriſt's death, had he not roſe again, 
they would have been in their fins; under the · 
power and guilt of them, and ſo liable to 
condemnation, 1 Cor. xv. 17. But Chriſt 
being riſen, he appears without ſin, even ſin 
unputed; and ſo they are freed from ſin, and 
from condemnation by it in him. 

EY D Fourthiy, 
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Feurthly, The ſeſſion of Chriſt at the right 
hand of God, adds to the ſecurity of the 
ſaints from charges and condemnation, who 
is even at the right hand of God. 

1. This includes his aſcenſion into heaven, 
and his entrance there ; both which ſerve 
to ſtrengthen this point: when he aſcended 
on high, he led captivity captive, or he tri- 
umphed over thoſe who had led his people 
captive, fin, fatan, the law, and every 
enemy of theirs ; and therefore fince theſe 
are led captive, who ſhall condemn them? 
yea, he received gifts for men, even for the 
rebellious alſo ; fo that tho they have been 
rebellious, they are graciouſly regarded, and 
ſhall not be condemned. When heentered 
into, heaven, he entred as their fore-runner, 
in their name, to take poſſeſſion of it, and 
prepare it for them, and has promiſed to. 
come again and take them to himſelf, that 
they may enjoy it: ' wherefore, it is not 
poſiible, that they ſhould be condemned. 
wy the world. 

. Chrift being at the right hand of 
Cod, ſhews, that he has done his work 
he came about ; that he has made attone- 
ment for fin, and obtained eternal redemp- 
tion ; and that he has done this to fatis- 
faction ; and therefore is highly exalted by, 
and at the right hand of God, where he has 
all power in heaven and in earth ; where 
he is above all ; angels, principalities, and 
powers, being ſubject to him; and where 
he 
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he muſt fit until all enemies are put under 
his feet : it therefore can't be in the power 
of any, to condemn thoſe for whom he 
died: to which may be added, that theſe 
are not only raiſed together with him, but 
they are made to fit together in heavenly 
places in him; and muſt be ſecure from 
condemnation, Eph. ii. 6. 
 #ifthly and laſtiy, The interceſſion of 
Chri/t for thoſe whom the Father has choſen, 
and he has died for, is another branch of 
their ſecurity from charges and condemna- 
tion : if he rebukes thoſe that bring charges 
againſt them, as he does, who dare bring 
them? and if he is an advocate with the 
Father for them, as he is, who can condemn 
them ? this part of Chriſt's work which he 
performs in heaven, as a prieſt upon his 
throne, is done, not by making vocal prayer, - 
as in the days of his fleſh, which does not 
ſeem neceflary ; nor by ſupplicating God, 
as an angry judge, which is not conſiſtent 
with his ſtate of exaltation, nor with his 
having made peace, by the blood of his croſs; 
nor by litigating, or controverting a point, 
in the court of heaven, tho” he is a counſel- 
lor and an advocate; but by the appearance 
of his perſon, for his people; by the preſen- 
tation of his blood, righteouſneſs, and ſa- 
crifice for them, which ſpeak for peace, 
pardon, and atonement; by offering up the 
prayers and praifes of them, unto God; by 
declaring it as his will, that ſuch and ſuch 
70 D 2: -- bleſſings 
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bleſſings be beſtowed upon them; and by 
applying the benefits of his death untothem; 
all which abundantly ſecure them from con- 
demnation. For, 

1. It ſhould be conſidered who he is that 
intercedes, and what an intereſt he has in 
him with whom he intercedes : he is the 
Son of God who makes interceſſion, who 
can engage his heart to approach unto him; 
and who from the relation he ſtands in to 
God, muſt have an intereſt in him, and ſo 
have the perſons for whom he intercedes ; 
for he is his God, and their God, his Fa- 
ther, and their Father : wherelbre his in- 
terceſſion cannot fail: and, whereas the 
conſideration of Chr:/?, the great high prieſt, 
that 1s paſſed unto the heavens, being the 
Son of God, 1s an argument to hold faſt a 
profeſſion of faith, and to come with bold- 
neſs to the throne of Grace, Heb. iv. 14, 
16. So it may be improved by faith, as a 
very ſtrong one againſt all charges and con- 
demnation taking place on thoſe, for whom 
Chriſt intercedes. 

2. The interceſſion of Chriſt is conſtant 
it always continues: tho' he was dead, he is 
alive, and lives for evermore; and he lives 
not for himſelf. only, but for others; he 
ever lives to make interceſſion : and becauſe 
he is conſtantly employed in this work, 
therefore, as faſt as charges are brought a- 
gainſt his people, he removes them; by 


- Pleading for them, and ſhewing the talſhood 
| i 
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or injuſtice of ſuch charges ; or the reafon 
why, tho” true, they are not to be received; 
and on any attempt to condemn them, he 
ſhews reaſon why there 1s, and ſhould be, 
no condemnation to them. | 
3. His interceſſion is always prevalent : 
he, who is the redeemer of his people, is 
ſtrong ; the Lord of Hoſts is his name; and 
he pleads their cauſe, and thoroughly pleads 
it; and. always carries his point; for his 
pleas are founded upon his propitiatory fa- 
crifice, which is of a ſweet ſmelling ſavour 
to God, and gives a full ſatisfaction to his 


juſtice ; ſo that it has nothing to object to 


thoſe on whoſe account it was offered up, 
and the virtue of it is pleaded. Chriſt was 
ever heard, when here on earth, and ſo he 
is now in heaven: whatever he aſks for he 
has ; yea, whatever is aſked for in his name, 
is given. 

4. The application of ſalvation is owin 
to the interceſſion of Chriſt, tho' the im- 
petration of it is by his death; and the 
apoſtle argues from the evidence of the one 
to the certainty of the other; for if when 
we were enemies, we were reconciled to God 
by the death of his Son; much more being re- 
conciled, we ſhall be ſaved by his life, Rom. 
v. 10. that is, by his interceding life: yea, 
the proof of Chriſt being able to fave, is 
taken from his perpetual interceſſion  . 
wherefore he is able alſo to ſave them to the 
uttermoſt that come unto God by him, ſeeing 


be 
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he ever liveth to make interceſſion for them, 
Heb. vii. 25. The influence therefore which 


the interceſſion of Chriſt muſt have on the 


ſecurity of the ſaints from condemnation, is 
very evident. 


Thus have I endeavoured to improve 
this paſſage of ſcripture upon the mournful 


occaſion of the death of Mrs. Anne Brine, 
late member of the church of Chr:/ in this 
place*, and late wife of the paſtor of it; 
at whoſe requeſt J have preached from it 
to you it having been of ſingular uſe to 
the deceaſed. | 
It may now be expected I ſhould fay ſome- 
thing concerning her, which will be chiefly 
about the gracious experience ſhe was fa- 
voured with. She was a daughter of Mr, 
Fobn Moor of Northampton; an eminent 
preacher of the goſpel, a miniſter of the Bap- 
7i/t denomination, of conſiderable abilities 
and learning, whom I had the honour to 
have a perſonal knowledge of, and acquain- 
tance with, But tho' ſhe . had a religious 
education, her converſion, her knowledge 
of Chrift, and experimental acquaintance 
with divine things, were not owing to that, 
but to the efficacy of divine grace: by ſeve- 
ral papers of her own writing, put into my 


hands, it appears, how ſhe came by the 


knowledge of ſalvation by Chriſt, and the 
great doctrines of the goſpel; which were the 


ſupport 


* Near Cripplegate, 
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ſupport of her ſoul, and the foundation of her 
joy. Theſe expreſs the ſight and ſenſe ſhe 
had of ſin; her abhorrence and deteſtation of 
it; the view ſhe had of the lovelineſs of 
Grit; of the neceſſity and ſuitableneſs of 
falvation by him ; and how ſhe was enabled 
to caſt her ſoul on him; and truſt in him for 
eternal life and happineſs : but, among the 
reſt, I ind one paper, written little more than 
a year ago, when ſhe took a review of her 
experience; led thereunto upon a ſuppoſi- 
tion, that there were yet ſome very great 
troubles to come upon the churches and ſer- 
vants of Chriſt, ſhe once thought had been 
over; which put her upon conſidering, how 
it would fare with her in ſuch a time of trial; 
and what evidence ſhe had of her being a 
child of God: for which purpoſe ſhe ob- 
ſerved how it had been with her of late; 
what was her preſent frame of mind and 
thoughts of things, and how it had been 
with her heretofore, and whether her for- 
mer experience was from nature, or from 
the Spirit of God. As to the firſt of theſe, 
how 1t had been of late, and how it was 
with her then, her words are theſe: © I 
ce have often thought my ſpots are not the 
* ſpots of God's children; I find ſo much 
* fin bubling up in my heart; ſo many fins 
* of omiſſion and commiſhon, daily and | 
« hourly; I can ſay, that in me, that is in 
my fleſh, dwells no good thing; and ſuch 
an evil heart of unbelief, departing from 


e the 
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ce the living God. Sure it is not with the 
« ſaints as with me! at the fame time I 
te have ſome ſecret hope, which I would 
not part with for all the world: at ſome 
times I have earneſt deſires after a full 
* conformity to Chriſt, and thirſtings af- 
* ter him. Oh! that I could love him 
more: oh! that I could ſerve him bet- 
© ter: oh! that I found more love in 
© me to his ways, his ordinances, and his 
* people: but, oh ! wretched creature 
*« that I am; who ſhall deliver me 
« from this body of ſin? At ſome times 
«I think I can ſay with the apoſtle, 
© thanks be to God, thro' Teſus Chriſt, 
* who hath given me the victory. Thoſe 
* three ſcriptures have of late, upon various 

c occaſions, been ſweet under a ſenſe of ſin, 
Matt. viii. 2. If thou wilt, thou cant 

ce make me clean. John vi. 68. To whom 
FE Heal. I go, but unto thee ? thou haſt the 

* words of eternal life. Prov. xvii. 10, 
* The name of the Lord 1s a ſtrong tower, 
ce whither the r1ghteous run, and are ſafe. 
<*'Tho' I am a vile, ſinful, polluted CICa- 
ture, and, as 1 think, the moſt vile of all 
** thy creatures ; yet, for ſuch, for the very 
* chief of ſinners, thou didſt ſuffer and die, 
« and who knows but for me ? I know this. 
© that if thou wilt, thou canſt make even 
me clean; and tho' I am thus ſinful, to 
* whom can I go, but to that God againſt 


& whom J have ſinned? there is no help 
* any 
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te any where elſe; no other name given, 
e whereby any can be ſaved, but the name, 
_ © Chriſt Jeſus.“ She next proceeds to en- 
quire, how it had been with her formerly, 
when God firſt begun to work upon her 
ſoul, and ſhe ſet out in the way of reli- 
gion; concerning which, ſhe thus expreſſes 
herſelf: © Have I not experienced ſome 
ce things which natural men are ſtrangers 
* to? Oh! ſureI hope I have: upon a re- 
* collection of ſeveral parts of my former 
© experience, I was warmed, and aſked my- 
* ſejf this queſtion ; did this or that flow 
from nature? no; nature is averſe to it. 
Did education produce it? no; for if 
ce that could have had ſuch an effect, it might 
* as well have produced it ſooner : for it 
< was not any particular care of my pa- 
rents, at the time of my awakenings, 
e that was a means thereof; for ſome time 
before their care had been abated to 
* what was uſual; and my heart more a- 
e verſe to God and good than ever: did 
te ſabbaths ſeem before this time delight- 
« ful? and was I before convicted, in- 
e ſtructed, edified, or comforted, by the 
* word preached? no; I too well remem- 
ce ber the quite contrary of this; even 
© when ſabbaths were burthenſome in- 
te ſtead of delightful; when, if 1 was ob- 
e liged to be preſent, I ſtrove to keep from 
giving any attention to what was deli- 
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e vered. Had I love for the people of 
© God? no; I had an averſion to man 
« of them; nor did I love any for the ſake 
* of their being ſaints. Had I a fight and 
tc ſenſe of ſin; of its evil nature? No; I 
« thought my ſelf as good as others that 
© talk more: I did not know that I was 
* poor, and wretched, and blind, and 
tte naked then: did I taſte a ſweetneſs in 
< the ſcriptures? no; I thought them to 
* be only the inventions of ſome men, done 
« with deſign to keep others in awe. Did 
* lever fee the abſolute need of a Saviour 
before? no; I thought my own works 
* were to ſave me, and reaſoned thus ſome- 
* times : I have not been guilty of murder, 
* ſtealing, &c. and fo am in as fair a wa 
& for a better world, if any ſuch there be, 
* as others.” Having put theſe queſtions, 
and reſolved them in the above manner, 
the rightly draws the following concluſion. 
Then ſure what I have met with and ex- 
* perienced, muſt be from the Spirit of 
© God ; as conviction of fin, of its heinous 
* and aggravated nature; of original, as 
* well as actual tranſgreſſion; the curſe 
* demerited by it; the ſenſe of my own 
* inability to perform the thing that is 
good; the diſcovery of my need of a da- 
c viour ; my ſeeing Chri/t to be a ſuitable, 
il *« all-ſufficient, we able Saviour; my ap- 
[1 * proving of him, and application to - p 
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ce for my Saviour; my preſſing deſires 
towards him, as my alone and compleat 
* Saviour ; my admiration of the love of 
Father, Son and Spirit, manifeſted in the 
“ great concern of man's ſalvation; my 
« diſcovering the harmony and agreement ; 
ce the ſublimity and ſweetneſs of the holy 
ce ſcriptures; and the effects that many 
e {ſweet and precious promiſes ſet home to 
e my ſoul have had on me; my hungring 
and thirſting after Chriſt, his grace and 
* manifeſtation of his love and pardoning 
<« mercy ; my abhorring my ſelf for all that 
« I have done; eſpecially for thoſe ſins 
« ** which I thought were committed a- 
gainſt light and love; my love to young 
8 — wg my longing for the return of 
'*© fabbaths; the comfort I haye received 
under the preaching of the Goſpel, &c. 
<< 'Theſe were things I was once an utter 
© ſtranger to, and do believe the carnal 
mind is enmity againſt, Why then it 
© muſt be from above; and if ſo, then he 
4 that hath begun the good work, will car- 
«ry it on to the day of Chrift If the 
Lord had a mind to have deſtroyed me, 
ce he ſure would not have ſhewn me - ſuch 
<« things as theſe; and if I am the Lord's, 
< then that promiſe ſtands firm, wth the 
c righteous it ſhall go well, Iſ. iii. 10. and 
« what if troubles ſhould ariſe? what if I 
2 5 ſhould ſuffer, or even fall in the com- 
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* mon calamity? if the Lord 1s pleaſed to 
*« ſupport under, and give ſuffering grace, 
e ſuffering faith, and ſuffering patience, 
with ſuffering trials, 


6 can do all things, or can bear 
& All ſufferings, if my Lord be there; 
& Sweet pleaſure mingles with the pains, 


* Whilſt his left hand my head ſuſtains. 


<« I leave myſelf, my all, in his hands, 
* and deſire chearfully to ſubmit to his 
* will in all things; and not be anxious 


© about this, or the other trying diſpen- 
© {ation of providence ; knowing that he 


e can make hard things eaſy, and crooked 
ce things ſtraight ; hoping that theſe things 
* he will do for me, and not forſake me. 


This was the comfortable reſult of her 


thoughts, occaſioned by a melancholy ſcene 


of troubles ſhe had in view : but, ſhe is 
got ſafe to her father's houſe, and is ſecure 
from them. How ſoon they may come to 
paſs, namely, the giving the outward court 
to the Gentiles, to be trodden under foot; 
the ſlaying of the witneſſes ; the leaving 
their dead bodies unburied for three days 
and a half, or three Years and a half; and 
their enemies rejoicing over them ; things 
ſhe was meditating upon, God only knows : 
may we be prepared for them, ſupported 
under them, and carried thro' them, ſhould 


they 
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they be in our day, which is very pro- 
bable. 

She was a perſon attended with frequent 
diſorders of body, and which often came 
upon her on Lord's day's ; whereby ſhe 
was prevented waiting upon the Lord, in 
his word and ordinances, which were de- 
lightful to her; and in which ſhe received 
much ſpiritual advantage: this gave her a 
great concern of mind, and ſhe would ſome- 
times ſay, © She choſe, if it was the will 
«© of the Lord, that ſhe might have two 
% Days affliction, inſtead of one, on other 
* Days, could ſhe be free on the Lord's 
Day, that ſhe might have the opportu- 
e nity of hearing the word which was fo 
ce uſeful to her.“ 

Her laſt illneſs was very ſhort, and it 
was not expected it would have iſſued 
in Death. Under it ſhe was very com- 
fortable, reſigned to the will of God, and 
truſting in Chriſt, and ſo died in the Lord: 
| Wherefore, you my brother, and the reſt 
of the ſurviving relations, have no reaſon 
to mourn as thoſe without hope, ſince them 
that ſleep in Jeſus, God will bring with 
him, and her among the reſt, when. you 
will meet, and never part more, and be for 
ever with the Lord. 

Let what has been the ſubject of diſcourſe 
on this ſorrowful occaſion, be regarded by 
each of us ; which may ſerve as a direction 
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to us, where to go for relief under all char- 
ges brought againſt us, either by our ſelves 
or others; and under a ſenſe of deſerved 
condemnation, and eſpecially when har- 
raſſed with the accuſations of ſatan, and 
the condemnation of our own hearts: let 
us apply to Chriſt ; let us take the ſhield of 
faith, that ſhield which faith lays hold on, 
and uſes to good purpoſes when it weilds 
it aright ; namely, the blood, righteouſneſs, 
and facrifice of Chriſt ; his reſurrection, 
ſeſſion at God's right-hand, and interceſſion: 
let us hold up, and hold forth theſe things, 
as a full anſwer to every charge, and as a 
ſufficient reaſon why no condemnation can 
come to us. 

This may lead us on to obſerve, how 
much we are beholden to Chriſt ; and 
of what uſe he is to us, as dying, riſing 


again, aſcending on high, fitting at the 
Tight hand of God, and there interceding 


for us: how valuable he is, and how pre- 
cious he ſhould be to us; and, particularly, 
what a regard we ſhould have for his righte- 


ouſneſs, which of itſelf clears from all 


charges, and ſecures from condemnation ; 
and, therefore, it ſhould be our chief de- 
fire, and real concern, to be found in him, 
not having on our own righteouſneſs, but his. 
It becomes us, and is beſt for us, to look 
to him at all times ; to place our confidence 
in him, and- fetch all our comfort from 

; | him 3 
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him; for if there be any conſolation, it 
is in him; and ſeeing we receive ſo much 
benefit by him, we are under obligation 


to glorify him, with our bodies and ous, 
which are his.
